Allowance to Geldings Continues in Stakes Closed — 
C. H. Shilling Denied a License Once More. 



New T’ork, April 14. — Proceedings of the regular 
monthl.v meeting of the Jockey (^lub. held at tlie 
office of tile club on Thursday, April 13, at four 
o’clock p. m.: 

Present: August Belmont. Perry Belmont, C. K. 

G. Billings, Capt. Edward B. Cassatt. Robert L. 
Gerry, P. R. Hitchcock, H. K. Knapp, Andrew Mil- 
ler, Schuyler L. Parsons and F. G. Sturgis. The 
chairman. August Belmont, presided. 

On motion duly seconded, the following amend- 
ments to the rules of racing were approved: 

Rule 39 — In tenth line, strike out “five” and sub- 
stitute “ten” so that tills rule will now read: 

“No name that has been employed during the 
previous ten years eltlier in the stud or on the turf, 
shall be duplicated.” 

In rule 4, in the fifth line, strike ont: 

“But slioiild it he fuimd iieoessar.v to add an extra 
rni-e this rule shall uot/ apply to sucli race,” making 
rule 4 now read: / < 

“After May 31 ijr each .vear onl.v one overnight 
event for a distami* of less than a mile for liorses 
three years old and upward shall be given on any 
race day.” 

On motion and duly sec*onded, the meeting ad- 
journed. 

At a meeting of the stewards of the Jo«*key Club 
held at tlie office of the club on Thursday, April 
13, at 4:30 o’clock p. m., there were present: Au- 
gust Belmont, F. G. Sturgis, H. K. Knapp, F. K. 
Hitchcock, Andrew Miller and Schuyler Parsons. 

The ehaiimiin, August Belmont, presided. 

On motion duly seconded, it was resolviHl that 
the amendment to the rule doing away with the al- 
lowance of tliree pounds to geldings was not retro- 
active and tliat geldings were entitled to the three- 
pound allowance in all stakes which closed prior 
to ihe passage of tliis rule. 

On motion duly seconded, the following resolutions 
were adopted. 

Resolved that. Allan Pinkerton, of the Pinkerton 
National Detective Agency, or his duly authorixed 
representative, he empowered to grant and revoke 
licenses or permits to all jockeys’ valets, and it is 
further 

Resolved tliat, once revoked, a license or permit 
to a jockey’s valet con only be restored on the 
approval of the stewards of the Jockey Club. 

On motion duly seconded on the report of the 
license committee, a liearing was granted ex-jockey 

H. Woods, to be announced later. 

The application of J. H. Bnscber for a trainer’s 

license was denied. 

The iipplication of Frederick Scbenke for a train- 
er’s license was denied. 

The application of Carroll H. Shillicg for a jockey 
license was denied. 

The application of Jolin Dorsey, ruled off the turf, 
for reinstatement was denied. 

Trainers’ and jockeys’ licenses were granted as 
recommended by the license committee. 

The application of Mortimer J. Murphy for 
trainer’s license was approved. 



New Y'ork, April 14. — The Wliitne.v Memorial 
Stis*ph‘cliase, which will in* run at Piping Rcs-k 
June 3. the second day of the Piping UiH*k Racing 
Associatiun’s nns-ting. promises to lie vested with 
more than usual interest, for the reason tliat the 
numlier of jiiin|iers in training this year is greater 
than ever and includes a niiicli better class of horses 
than ever licfon*. Not alone will all the old-time 
stars lie se«*n at tlie i«ist. Imt with them will be a 
number of new aspirants for fame in tliis line of 
8|iort. raan.v of them imported liorses that liave been 
purchased at big prices for tlie inirpose. Anotlier 
feature of the race is that it will be the richest of 
the year’s prizes for the jumpers. Harry Payne 
Whitney generously adds $3,000 to the race. The 
Piping Ko<-k Racing Association gives $500 in plate 
and with the entrance and starring fees, which will 
go to the winner, the race will have a value of 
about $6,000. f^ntries for tlie event will not close 
until April 25. but niaii.v have .already ls*en received

The first meeting will 
be conducted early in August. 

A number of trainers at tlie Long Island tracks 
have requested the race committee of tlie Rockaway 
Hunting Club to add to the program announced tot 
April 29 and May ii a race for two-year-olds for 
each of the two days of the meeting. 

Armament and Y’odeling. which will carry the 
colors of Henry J. Morris this season, will probably 
make their debut at Pimlico. The former wintered 
at Boyce, Va., at the farm of Capt. P. M. Walker, 
and Y'odeling at Gravesend, under the care of James 
Fitzsimmons. 

At Roscliill on Saturday the stipendiary stewards 
censured J. Wilson, who had the mount on Ruinall 
in the Clyde Stakes, for not riding that horse out. 
Tlie stewards insist on jockeys showing their mounts 
are lieaten lK*fore ceasing to ride them vigorously. — 
Sydney Referee of March lii. 

Secretary Walter Edwards of Hie Metrotmlitan 
JiK'ko.v ('lull visited the Jamaica track Wednesday 
and carcfull.v looked over the racing plant. He sa.rs 
Hint tlie liarrows are getting the track into good 
<*ondition rapidly and that the place will be in first- 
clas.s condition long before the date set for the 
oiieniiig of the spring meeting on May 18. 

F. Bullock has left Melbourne for England. Bnl- 
liK-k did well in England last season, winning thirty- 
six of the 261 races in which he figured, and lie will 
liave excellent opjiortunities of distinguishing him- 
self again this year, as among the owners for whom 
he will ride is Mr. J. B. Joel. Tlie latter’s trainer 
this season will la* R. Day, witli whom Bullock was 
associated at the Graditz Stud in Germany. 

Tlie Dur.vea liorses are quartered in tlie Haggin 
barn in Neck Road near the old Slieepshead Bay 
race track. While all the colts and fillies are 
gn*atly admired, the three-year-old chestnut colt 
('rlmiHir apiiears to lie tlie favorite. Tlie horses are 
looking well aft'*r their long journey from France. 
Some of Hie yearlings are still a trifle low in flesh 
liut they are all healHiy luid spriglitly looking, and 
a few days of lilieral feeding will put them in good 
condition fur the sales ring. 

Australian liorses now racing in India are com- 
liaratively few, and their numliers are likely to 
further decrease. At the Calcutta meeting on Feb- 
ruarj’ 5 only five of the thirty-nine runners liaile<I 
from Australia, and at tlie meeting on February 12 
only three of thirty-four. India is no longer a 
market for Australian liorses, tliis in a measure 
lirohably being due to the fact that of rei*eiit years 
several liigli-priced purchases never struck anything 
near tlieir iiest form after arrival in India, and in 
••onsefiinni-e were dowr.ed by liorses bought cheaplj 
in England. 

Tlie Hamilton Spectator is piling up the new race 
courses, and si*es tliem, not only at Windsor, but 
also at Hamilton and Fort Erie. It will re<|uire a 
little change in the law or the building of a city of 
fifteen thousand iwpiilatiou on the Canadian side of 
the river to establisli the latter, since no tracks can 
be built except within three miles of such a center. 
’I’lie cliarter of the Northern Driving Club, whatever 
that may lie, is to be the authority for the new 
Windsor track, says the Spectator, wlilcli adds that 
it will Ik* a Isiokmakers’ course, with no miitnels. 
Many a new race coui-se has lieen jimjected in On- 
tario ill tlie last six years, hut only the Toronto 
Driving Club’s Hillcrest track lias ever come into 
lieiiig in tiiat time.— Francis Nelson in Toronto 
GIoIk*. 

John Uedfearn. owner, trainer and breeder, died 
at Glen Huntley, near Melbourne. Australia, last 
niontli at the age of seventy-nine. Mr. Ri*dfearn 
first trained for Mr. K. Cliirnside, winning some 
giKMl jumping mces for him. In MellMinrne the first 
liorsi* of note owned by Mr. Redfearu was Tlie 
I’lunger, whicli won several races, tlie one of most 
note lieing the Australian Jockey Club Plate at 
Raudwick. With Malvolio he won the first $50,1100 
Melbourne Cup, and the Newmarket with Malunia. 
both of which he owned; while he trained Churchill 
for his Newmarket, and Rufus when, as a rank out- 
sider, lie won the Victoria Derby of 1884. Tarcoola 
won Mr. Redfeam the Willlamstown Cup, and 
among the well-known race horses bred by the de- 
ceased were Malvolio, Woorak, Cliesney, Benvolio 
and Vanity Fair.

LESSONS FKOX ENGLISH KACING. 



That the lino of Eclipse now includes all but a 
trlfllDK iiereentiiKe of the thoruuKlibmlK of Eu{;land 
is suffielentl.y well known. The line of Matehcm, in 
spite of its prominence in the first half of the nine- 
teenth century, is now reduced to obscure individ- 
uals. The Herod line, with its great American 
members from Glencoe to Hamburg, was allowed al- 
most to run out in England, when the recent im- 
portation of Roi Herode from France, followed by 
his great son, The Tetrarch, gave it new footing. 
There remain the descedants of Eclipse, to which 
it is convenient to refer under the subdivisions of 
tbf>se great individuals in the history of breeding 
— Blaeklo<‘k, Touchstone, Stockwell and Isonomy. 

It occurred to me that it would be interesting to 
determine the relative prominence of these lines 
among tlie latest winners of the English turf, par- 
ticularly as nothing of the kind is set forth in the 
usual records. At the beginning of 191G the annual 
tables of the sires of winners 41 nd the sires of their 
flams, with the comparative winnings in each di- 
vision, were published in London by the iieriodicals 
devoted to English breeding. It is a time-honored 
custom. It gratifies and rewards the owners by 
spreading tlic fame of their stallions and their 
mares; but in itself it reveals nothing of the secret 
factors that produced the results. Limiting myself 
to the task of ascertaining the relative prominence 
of the different lines, I have examined each in- 
dividual stallion in those tabulated lists with the 
object of comparing their descent in tail male. 
The evidence thus c'ollected shows at a glance the 
culminated tendencies of the last few decades of 
English breeding. It will be a surprise, I think, to 
American breeders to realise the dominant position 
now occupied by the Blacklock strain. 

Among the nineteen sires whose offspring in 1915 
won more than $15,000, the Blacklock blood divides 
tlie leadership almost equally with that of Stock - 
well. The latter won $2^,190, the former $210,035; 
hut there were sixty-five Blacklock winners against 
fifty -eight Stockwells. When the sires of dams are 
considered, the disparity is so great that the Black- 
lock horses stand by themselves. Their offspring 
won $225,885, but the winnings of mares by Stock- 
well sires did not go beyond $83,845. In the matter 
of two-year-old winnings the Blacklocks again 
opened a tremendous gap; their winnings were 
$80,850 against $37,490 by the Stockwells. Yet two 
of tlie greatest sires in England at sprinting dis- 
tances. Polymelus and Orby, are in the Stockwell 
line. It Is not to be inferred tlwt they do not also 
sliinc by reason of tlieir stamina. In the division 
of stayers, of the sires of winners at ten furlongs 
and over, the Blacklock sires once again overtop 
tlie Stockwells by the ndmber and record of such 
horses us St. Frusquin, Collar, Santoi, The White 
Knight, compared witli Radium of Stockwell de- 
scent. Desmond, whicli leads every other sire of 
two-year-old winners by more than $16,.500 is all 
but entitled to be added to the ten-furlong class 
of the four Blacklock sires just named. In the 
same class are Dark Ronald and Spearmint of the 
Touchstone line.

The object of this brief analysis will have been 
attained if, at a time when the importation of Eng- 
lish thoroughbreds is exceptionally brisk, the Ameri- 
can breeder shali realize the modifying influence 
w'hich this diffusion of the Blacklock blood is sure 
to exert on tlie future of breeding. At the moment. 
Polymelus, a horse of Stockwell descent, has been 
for two successful years the leading sire of English 
winners. His dam and his granddam were both by 
Touchstone sires. His pedigree has not received any 
direct addition from a horse of Blacklock descent 
in seventy years. But already his greatest son. 
deeply inbred tliough lie is to two great members of 
the Touclistone line, Hampton and Hermit, is akin 
to tlie Blacklocks tliroiigli his maternal graiidsire, 
8t. Hilaire. — A. A. IVheeler in San Francisco

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAT. 

A dispatcli from General Pershing’s camp of 
April 12, recelveil yesterday, says: About forty 
nioiiiited men. believeil to be Villa men of General 
'I'arangu’s command, attacked last night an automo- 
bile supply train and were driven off after a short 
figiit. Tliere were no American casualties. One 
Villa bandit was killed. General Pershing moved 
his camp south yesterday, penetrating far into 
Villa territory_ wliere he found numerous constitu- 
tionalist detachments under General Garza, who 
gave all tlie Americans a friendly greeting and co- 
oiieration. Aeroplanes, wliicli were first to reach 
tills new front yesterday, had remarkable adven- 
tures, but all came through safely. General Per- 
sliing traveled here in an automobile train of sup- 
ply trucks, which made a record-breaking trip. 
The figlit, which occurred about nine occlock last 
niglit. was several miles in the rear of the auto- 
mobiles carrying General Pershing and his escort. 
It lasted about twenty minutes. When the bandits 
who tried to capture one truck came up the Ameri- 
cans poured in five volleys, which ended the fight 
••ompletely. Tiiere were two attacks, the first a 
slight one, and directed against a forward truck. 
Tlie last attack was a rush against the rear trucks, 
during which bullets flew against the automobiles 
and poured tliroiigh the brush which covered the 
mesa. The bandits seemed to think the cutting 
off of the rear truck would be easy, because some 
of them got within a few feet of it before the 
Americans, who were withholding their fire, cut 
loose. 

Tte German official report of yesterday says: 
Apart from occasional lively artillery duels in tlie 
region of the Meuse there is nothing to report. At- 
tempts made by the enemy to attack on the left 
bank of the Meuse were arrested by our artillery 
fire as the attacking parties left their trenches. 
Army group of Field Marshal von Hindenburg; 
Minor enemy advances in the region of Garbnnowka, 
northwest of Dvinsk, and south of Narecz lake were 
repulsed with sanguinary losses. Expeditions of 
Russian detachments against the position on the 
Servitche river, north of Zirln, held by the army 
group of Prince Leopold of Bavaria, were similarly 
unsuccessful. East of the Vardar river, in the Ban- 
kans, the enemy yesterday displayed at intervals 
considerable artillery activity. Enemy aviators 
dropped bombs on Gievgeli and Bogodance, east of 
Uievgeli, without doing any damage. 

A Rotterdam dispatch of yesterday says: The 

strike of the Holland -American line bad so greatly 
aggravated the problem of bow to replenish the 
nearly exhausted Dutch stocks of American wheat 
tliat the line has been compelled to yield to the 
strikers’ demands, and the steamer Byndam, which 
was scheduled to sail March 28 and has been lying 
In the river since then, wiU sail today.
